From observations dur¬ 
ing previous winters, it is only a 
miracle that accidents similar to 
those illustrated above have net 
been reported here. On numerous 
occasions the plow operator has 
had to stop and order children 
away from the machine. Not only 
individuals but groups attracted 
by the artificial blizzards the 
blower produced. 

The hazzards of this type of 
winter sport are not apparent to 
most children and it therefore falls 
to all parents to make them aware 
of the danger. Please make a 
special point of bringing your 
childs attention to the risks involv¬ 
ed and the fatal consequences.

For the second consecutive year 
a Canadian Army bandsman has 
headed the class of student band¬ 
masters at the Royal Military 
School of Music at Twickenham, 
Middlesex, England. 

Band Staff Sergeant George C. 
Naylor, Mus. Bac., LRAM, ARCM, 
GRSM, FTCL, of Sackville, N. B„ 
and Halifax, was awarded the 
"Worshipful Company of Musicians 
Medal" for the best all-round 
student of the 1968 class. 

Winner of the award in 1962 
was Lieut. Derrick Stannard, CD, 
LRAM, ARCM.ARCT, Director of 
Music of The Royal Canadian 
Regiment Band at Wolseley Bar¬ 
racks in London, Ont. 

Band S/Sgt. Naylor, formerly of 
the Royal Canadian Artillery 
Band at Halifax, began his three- 
year course at the British Army 
school in April, 1961. He was 
one of 11 candidates from all cor¬ 
ners of the British Commonwealth 
who participated in this year's 
class for future bandmasters. 

Naylor, 33, was a professor of 
mur.ic at the Mount Allison Uni¬ 
versity in Sackville prior to join¬ 
ing the Army in 1958, and from 
1948 to 1950 he was a bandsman 
with the Royal Signals Band in 
England.

A nucleus of a cadre to instruct 
Regular Army soldiers in, the use 
of a new anti-tank guided missile, 
the "Entac", graduated last month 
from the Belgian Army's infantry 
training school at Leopoldsburg, 
43 miles east of Antwerp. The 20 
officers and NCOs came from units 
across Canada and from Canada’s 
NATO brigade serving in Ger¬ 
many. 

The "Entac" (from the French 
name "Engin Teleguide Antichar") 
is the infantryman's counterpart 
of the Royal Canadian Armoured 
CoipiV SS-11 anti-tank guided mis¬ 
sile, both of which are now being 
taken into service after extensive 
trials and evaluation by Canadiar. 
Army experts. 

Developed by Nord-Aviation in 
France, both missiles are wire- 
guided to their target by a man¬ 
ual "joy-stick" control operated by 
a soldier using binoculars from a 
point thct affords both protection 
and good observation. The mis¬ 
siles can be mounted on tanks, 
scout cars, jeeps and helicopters 
or fired from the ground. They 
are highly -accurate weapons cap¬ 
able of disabling any known tank. 

Both the Entac and the SS-11 
are intended to give the Cana¬ 
dian Army an increased defens¬ 
ive capability against tanks and 
do not replace existing anti-tank 
weapons. 

Organizational trials for the new 
weapons were successfully con¬ 
ducted last summer at Camp Gage- 
town, N.B. 

Among the students at the Belg¬ 
ian military school is Lt. Lynn Mof¬ 
fat, Kindersley, Sask., a member 
of the 2nd Battalion The Black 
Watch (Royal Highland Regiment) 
of Canada, who is official inter¬ 
preter for the course. A graduate

HOME MADE CANDY 

CAN EE EASY-CAN BE FUN 

With all the extra work Mom has in preparing for Christmas, 
here's the department where the young folk of the family caii pitch 
in and lend a hand. These 'easy to make candies will cot only fill 
your Christmas needs fck sweets but provide an evening of fun in 
the making. 

1-2-3 FUDGE 

(Makes 2 pounds) 

2 cups sugar 1 12-ounce package (2 cups) of 

l */3 cups evaporated milk semi-sweet chocolate piecen 

Combine sugar and evaporated milk in a 2 Yi or 3-quart sauce¬ 
pan,. Place over moderate heat and bring to a full rolling boil, stir¬ 
ring constantly (about 4 minutes)., Boil 5 minutes, stirring constantly. 
Remove from heat; add chocolate pieces -and stir until smooth. Turn 
into a buttered 8-inch square pan; chill, then cut into squares. 


COCONUT CONES 

(Makes 3 dozen, pieces) 

Vi cup butter or margarine 3 cups finely cut coconut 

2!4 cups sifted confectioner's sugar 1 6-ounce package semi-sweet 
4 tablespoons evaporated milk chocolate pieces. 

Melt butter over low heat until lightly browned. Stir in confec¬ 
tioner's sugar, evaporated milk and coconut. Drop from teaspoon 
on,to a waxed-paper lined cookies sheet\ When cool, shape into 
cones. Melt semi-sweet chocolate pieces over hot, not boilding water. 
Dip the bottoms of the cones into the melted chocolate: return to 
waxed paper until chocolate hardens. 


UNCOOKED MOLASSES TAFFY 

(Makes % pound) 

/} cup unsulphured molasses Vi cup peanuts 

1/, cup peanut butter V 2 cup nonfat dry milk powder 

Mix together unsulphured molasses and peanut butter. Add pea¬ 
nuts; gradually work in nonfat dry milk; kneed lightly. Roll into a 
long rope % inch in diameter. Wrap in. waxed paper; chill. Cut 
with scissors into 1 inch pieces. 


SEMI-SWEET NUT ROLL 

(Makes l '/2 pounds) 

1 cup dark brown sugar, firmly 1 teaspoon vanilla 
packed 1 cup semi-sweet chocolate pieces 

Vi cup light corn syrup 1 1 j cups nuts, coarsely chopped 

Vi cup evaporated milk 

Combine the brown sugar, corn, syrup and evaporated milk in 
a medimum-sizie saucepan and bring to a boil. Boil two minutes, 
stirring constantly. Remove from the heat, and add the vanilla and 
the chocolatt pieces. Beat until smooth. Add the chopped nuts and 
mix well. Shape on waxed paper in two 12-inch rolls. Roll up and 
chill. When ready to serve, cut into half-inch slices. 


CHOCOLATE PEANUT CLUSTERS 

(Makes 30 clusters) 

1 package (1 cup) semi-sweet Vi pound (l'/i cups) salted 
chocolate pieces peanuts 

Melt semi-sweet chocolate pieces in tip of double boiler over 
hot, not boiling, water. Remove from heat; add peanuts. Stir until 
well coated. Drop by teaspoonfuls on waxed paper. Leave in cool 
place or put in refrigerator to harden. 


TWO-TONE FUDGE 

(Makes 1 pound) 

1 cup evaporated milk % cup semi-sweet chocolatt 

2 cups sugar pieces 

Vi pound (14) caramels V2 CU P peanut butter 

Combine evaported milk and sugar in 2-quart saucepan. Add 
caramel^ Place over low heat and cook, stirring constantly, until 
sugar is dissolved and mixture comes to a boil. Increase heat and 
boil 4 minutes, stirring constantly. To l '/2 cups of the mixture add 
the semi-sweet choccflate pieces and stir until smooth; turn, into a 
greased 7 or 8-inch square pan. To remaining mixture add peanut 
butter and stir until smooth; turn into pan over chocolate mixture. 
Chill until firm; cut into squares. 


EASY FONDANT 

(Makes 2 pounds) 

Vi cup butter Vi teaspoon peppermint flavoring 

1 egg white 3 tablespoons evaporated milk 

8 cups sifted confectioner's sugar Food coloring 

Cream butter until soft in large bowl: blend in 2 cups sugar and 
egg white. Add peppermint flavoring -and evaporated milk. Blend 
in remaining sugar, adding only enough to make fondant firm enough 
to knead. Turn out or, board lightly dusted with confectioner's sugar 
and knead until fondant is smooth. Tint with food coloring and form 
into shapes desired.

Like most families, we have 
been on a budget before. All il 
ewer amounted to was that we 
kept a record of where the dough 
went. It only made us feel worse. 
This time I decided to do it right. 

I picked up a fancy book at the 
Five-and-Ten and we had a fam¬ 
ily meeting — George, Sheila, 
Jimmy and me. I was the CHAIR¬ 
MAN. 

I laid out a plan). So much for 
everything — food, clothes and 
transportation. 

We put the idea to a vote — 
secret ballot and all. I suspect 
my family was against the idea 
but, after all, the Chairman has 
a lot of influence. So by the 
democratic process, the Browns go 
on a budget. 

On the next pay day I cashed 
our cheque and we started a 
system of ten envelopes •—- one 
for each item . . . food, enter¬ 
tainment, etc., and an envelope 
for Georgie and one for each of 
the kids and me. 

This budget system was a real 
ball — for about two days. Frank¬ 
ly, Kit, if you really want to be 
misedable just try one of these 
budgets. Of all the inhuman in¬ 


ventions, this takes the cake. 

Let me giv® you a couple of 
"for instances." One day I saw 
the most delightful sweater . . . 
just my shade . . . stunning . . . 
it was -a steal at $14.59. I'm 
about to consumate the transs- 
action when I realize that the 
fifteen bucks in my purse is for 
food. Moreover, in the clothing 
envelope back home we've only 
got $2.15 left ... so no sweater! 

Then, of course, there was a 
going-away party for Peggy An¬ 
derson. Little old Myrt really 
needed a hairdo in the worst way. 
This would have to come out 
of an envelope entitled "Myrtle 
Brown — personal." Said enve¬ 
lope had about three cents left 
in it ... so Myrtle Brown didn't 
get a hairdo! 

About this time, I'm starting to 
think that a budget isn't such a 
hot idea . but maybe we're 
stuck with it. After all, I was 
THE CHAIRMAN of the meeting 
that made the big decision. I 
started checking with the other 
members of our family in a very 
cautious way. George is fuming! 

"Cripes, Myrt, a guy might as 
well be in jail. You can't run 
this family like they run the 
Quartermaster's Stores!" 

"Yeah," Jimmy pipes in: "How 
come we couldn't go to the drive- 
in last week like all the other 
kids? They will be thinking that 
my Dad is a big eheapstakte!" 

Sheila had her beefs too, so I 
think that budgets aren't for us. 
But then I began to remember all 
the old arguments and all the 
dough we frittered away on use¬ 
less junk. One thing I do recall 
. . . before the budget we sure 
weren't getting anywhere with 
our money management. 

It was George who solved the 
dilemna. He came home with a 
booklet he borrowed from the Or¬ 
derly Room called "Dollars and 
Senoe," tailorlmade for the Browns. 
This wasn't one of those sticky 
deals full of restrictions. It just 
made common sense. 

First, you figure out how much 
money you've got coming in . . . 
let's say about $300.00 a month. 
Then you figure out how much 
it costs each month to live, plus 
putting aside a little for yearly 
thinks like holidays and Christ¬ 
mas. Suppose this comes to about 
$275.00. Then you resign your¬ 
self to the fact that all you can 
afford to spend each month for 
"extras" is what you have left 
— in this case $25.00. 

Mind you, this isn't easy to 
swallow. For years we have 
been running around with the 
idea that we're a three-hundred 
dollar a month family..." Actu¬ 
ally, we are only a "twenty-five 
dollar a month family." Still we 
are much happier since we faced 
the facts. 

The way it works now, I get so 
much to run the house, with a bit 


for myself. George and the kids 
get their allowances, we stick so 
much in the bank every month 
as savings, including the provi¬ 
sion for holidays and Christmas 
— and the extra twenty-five bucks 
is spent in accordance with the 
decisions at the family meetings 
. . .of which, of course, I am the 
CHAIRMAN. 

If this budget system has done 
nothing else, it's given us sales 
resistance. Quite frankly, a twen¬ 
ty-five dollar a month family can't 
afford to buy many luxuries, and 
to pay interest, carrying charges, 
service charges and all these 
other fancy "fringe benefits" of 
the consumer credit explosion. 

Well, so long for now. Kit. If 
you talk your family into this 
kind of a budget, make sure you 
get yourself elected as CHAIR¬ 
MAN. If they don't go for that, 
then at least get the job of TREA¬ 
SURER.

A new era in pilot training be¬ 
came a reality when the RCAF 
officially occepted the first of ap¬ 
proximately 190 Canadair - built 
CT-114 jet trainers recently. 

At a _ brief ceremony at Cana¬ 
dair Limited in Montreal, Defence 
Minister Paul Hellyer accepted 
the first aircraft from Mr. J G. 
Notman, company president. 

Known as the "Tutor," the air¬ 
craft will replace the piston en¬ 
gined Harvard trainer that has 
been in service in the RCAF for 
more than 20 years. 

The introduction of the Tutor jet 
as a basic training aircraft will 
enable the RCAF to provide all¬ 
jet training for pilots in the early 
phase of their flying career. 

This will enable pilots to be 
introduced to high speed and high 
altitude flight at the earliest pos¬ 
sible stage of their flying training. 

The greatest majority of pilots 
trained by the RCAF are now 
slated for duty either with the 
RCAF's Air Division in Europe 
where the supersonic CF-104 Star- 
fighter is in squadron service, or 
with the air defence forces in 
Canada flying the CF-101 Voo¬ 
doos. 

The new trainer will not only 
introduce th© pilot to the aspects 
of high altitude, high speed flight 
early in his flying training, but 
will give him more jet flying ex¬ 
perience before he is introduced 
to operational aircraft. 

THE NEW LOOK IN TRAINERS 

The Tutor is considered one of 
the newest and most modern jet 
trainers available It is powered 
by a single turbojet engine, and 
like most modem jet aircraft, has 
a tricycle undercarriage. 

Unlike the tandem instructor- 
trainee arrangement in the piston 
■engined Harvard, the Tutor has 
a side-by-side seating arrange¬ 
ment more suited to pilot instruc¬ 
tion. It is also fitted with auto- 
maiic ejection seats. 

The aircraft is pressurized, has 
an altitude capability of more 
than 44,000 feet, and features a 
speed range from 65 knots to 
more than 400 knots. The air¬ 
craft has been evaluated by the 
Air Force and considered one of 
the most acceptable for basic pilot 
training in the western world.

The instrumentation and per¬ 
formance characteristics of the 
Tutor will greatly facilitate the 
transition to operational aircrait 
and will enable the RCAF to 
train more efficiently ihe skilled 
pilots required to fly modern high 
performance aircraft. 

The first two Tutor aircrait to 
come off the assembly line at 
Canadair are scheduled to be es- 
signed to the RCAF's Central Ex¬ 
perimental and Proving Establish¬ 
ment for climatic trials, .electronic 
equipment evaluation and perform¬ 
ance and handling trials. 

Next spring the trainers will be 
delivered to the RCAF's Training 
Command where operational and 
maintenance work schedules will 
be formulated and other adjust¬ 
ments made prior to the start of 
student training on the new air¬ 
craft. This is expected to get 
under way early in 1965. 

Students will undertake the full 
syllabus of pilot training to wings 
standard using the Tutor as a 
basic trainer. In some cases run¬ 
way and other construction re¬ 
quired to support the new air¬ 
craft, is already under way. 

Meanwhile, until the Tutor 
comes into operational service in 
Training Command, the propeller 
driven Harvard will continue to 


be used for pilot training. 

AFTER 20 YEARS — TO PENSION 

The Harvard dates back to the 
Second World War years where 
it was used as an advanced 
trainer by pilots who received 
basic flying training on Tiger 
Moths. 

After the war the Harvard be¬ 
came the basic trainer in the 
RCAF. However, in 1954 a lighter 
and lower powered aircraft known 
as the Chipmunk, was introduced 
as a primary trainer in the Air 
Force. Student pilots later re¬ 
ceived their basic training on the 
Harvard before graduating to jei 
aircraft. 

At present, student pilots re¬ 
ceive about 25 hours training on 
the Chipmunk, approximately 165 
hours on the Harvard and about 
125 hours on the T-33 jet before 
reoeiving their wings. 

With the advent of the Tutor, 
training on the Chipmunk and 
Harvard aircraft will be elimi¬ 
nated. Advanced flying, however, 
will still continue on the T-33 jet 
aircraft.
